For record purposes, at 11:48 a.m. today, 6-13-62, SAC Price of the 
San Francisco Office telephoned and talked to Assistant Director Evans and Wick in 
connection with captioned matter. 

SAC Price said that Assistant Director Frederick T. Wilkinson of the 
Bureau of Prisons had flown to the Coast from Washington, arriving yesterday and has 
been conferring with Warden Blackwell of Alcatraz relative to the break. 

The purpose of Price' s call was to advise he understood that Wilkinson 
and Blackwell were contemplating a press conference at Alcatraz some time this morning. 
At that time they would in all probability discuss the case fully with reporters. They^wouk 
of course, leave themselves open for all sorts of picture taking of the dummies, holes An 
the wall, escape route, etc. Since the break was a carefully planned operation reqtrtnng

You were advised in my memorandum of June— sv, 
that the San Francisco Office had submitted a sample of materia; 
removed from holes loc ated by prison officials in the cell of 
fj ssVan Alcatraz innate; also, known samples 

otpaTnt ana cement paint were submitted for comparison purposes. 

The examination of the material from the hole 
discloses it to be essentially a neat (no sand) Portland cement 
with traces of mortar and paint particles. The cement has been 
in contact With moisture but is not believed to have been made 
into a slurry. The length of time the material was in use could 
not be determined. The material from the hole is different from 
the white cement paint submitted. 

Further examinations of the cement and paint are being 
made and you will be kept advised of any pertinent developments. 

These results are being furnished the San Francisco 
Office by teletype today.

- Extensive investigation has been conducted 
since notification that the Anglin brothers and Morris 
escaped from their cells at Alcatraz on the night of 
June 11, 12, 1962. This has included coverage of all 
known associates and contacts of the trio, together with 
the issuance of wanted flyers and identification orders. 
Exhaustive searches have been made of the Alcatraz Island, 
Angel Island and numerous leads have been run out in 
the San Francisco Bay area without any indication fttat 
they were able to successfully traverse the treacherous 
currents. 
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Debris boats are continuing to sweep the Bay 
area in an effort to detect bodies of the escapees. 
Our San Francisco Office deteralned that the tifes at the 
time of the escape would have caused a free flowing body to 
flow out to the Pacific under the Golden Gate Bridge 
and that because of the force of the tides, the reaching 
of Angel Island would have been difficult. 

ACTION 

In view of the findings to date and absence of 
any evidence that subjects survived the escape attempt, 
SAC, San Francisco has been instructed to limit future 
investigation accordingly.

John Anglin had knocked' his completely out about this time 
and one evening had crawled into the utility corridor. .Anglin 
made a false cement back to cover the area he had knocked out of 
the wall leading into the utility corridor so it would not be 
noticed. John then did work from the utility corridor side and 
assisted Clarence Anglin in completing his hole. 
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John and Clarence Anglln then made "P?aU dunmg^facg_ out of 
cement and gaye It a flesh color.

Alter Clarence broke through his hole In the wall, they made L<^ 
a dummy back for the hole which can be removed. This was made out v 
of cardboard and painted.
